* be exportediagain In this I have the Opinion of moft 
States me, who prohibit the carrying them out un- 
der the ferereft Penalties, fometimes before, and fometimes 
after they are Converted inro their current Coin; than which 
it feems to me,*nothing cin be mere “injucicious, imperti- 
nent and impotcor, than to make foch Laws. 

- No Soil or Climate produces all Commodities, end no Na- 
tion works all Sorts of Manufaftures which are of common 
alid néceflary Ufe ; nor can any Man, by his own Skill and 
Labour, sake or acquire bur « finall Part of fuch Things «s 
Be wants. of défires, and confequently car have no Means 
of attaining rhem, but by exchanging whut he does not want, 
for wha fe does: But fince it does and will moft commonly 
happen, thar the Perfor whe is pofieiled of the Commodity 
which one Man defires, docs net want what he has to give 
io. Liew of it, or not enough of.it to anfwer the Value of 
what he parts with; therefore fomething elfe muft be found 
out tomake the Account even. 

From hence Mankind have found themfelves under a Ne- 
ceffity to agree upon fume univerfal Commodity, which fhall 
pvr the Value of all the reft, and ballance all Accounts 
at laft. Hitherto nothing has been diftover’d which will 
anfwer that Purpofe fo éffeSuslly as Silver and Gold : Their 

ture hinders the from beidg perifhable, their Divig 

bility qualifies ‘them to anfiwer all Occafions, their Searcity 
enhances théir Price, as to make a great Value lic in afmar- 
sow and tefily portable; and the more regular and 
equal Supplies of them than of other Commodities, render 
them proper Standards for the Valuation of other Things. 
"Thefé therefore being by general, and almof univerfal A- 
eement. the Mediums of Commerce, the Ballance of all 
rafick, and the ultimate View and chief Advantage pro- 
pofed by.it, we are to confider how far thofe Ends and Ad-' 







vantages can be anfwer'd by exporting them mee 
Now ir is in, that many Commodities of abfolute aud 


indifpenfible U'fe, are in the Poffeffion of Nations who do 
not. want. thofe which we have @ give in Exchange for 
them y or krdwing our Neceflities, will not pare witir them 
But for Silver and Gold ; and therefore we muft have them 
upon. their Terms, or not have them atall. Some of rhem

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general, as enabling the Merchants to make Afflortments ef 
Goods proper for particular Markets, or are the Materials ot 
Navigation, of Maguzines for War and common i cfence. 

No Country wants always the tame Supplies, or bas the 
fame Growth and Quantity of Manufaccures to purchaie 
them ; nor can any Merchant have a clear View of the 
whole Commerce of the Country he deals with , nor do the 
fame Commodities always bear the tame Price : So that the 
Ballance will often vary, and muft be paid at iaft in cho'e 
wiverfal Commodities. No Nation or private Van wili des! 
with another, who will nor pay his De brs >and if he has not 
other Commodities to pay them with, or if thofe he has ase 
not wanted, or will not be accepted in Payment, he muft pay 
trem im fueh as will; and whatever ir coffs him, mut de!i- 
ver them into the Cuftody, or to the Order and Satistaction 
of his Creditor. , 

It is feolith to imagine, that any Precautions, or the ereat- 
et Penalties, will keep Money in any Country where ‘ts the 
the Intereft of Numbers co carry i out: The Expenence 
of every Nation may convince us of this'Trath ; Gold and 
Sil-er lies in { littlg<Compafs, is fo eafily concealed, and 


thére are ( many Conveniencies and to carry 
it off, that finall Encouragements will alwa Adven- 
turers, and thefe Adventurers will almof fueceed. 


There is no Way in Nature to hinder Maney fram being ex- 
ported, but by hindering the Occafions of it, thar is, by hin- 
dering the Ufe and Confamption of thofe Things which itis 
fent out ro buy; for when they are bought, they mutt be 
paid for, or all Traffick is at an End. s 
Theft Propofitions being, as I conceive, felfevident ; it is 
next to be difeufs'd, whether it is the Intereft cf a Sete ro 
permit their Money-to go out freely, or by gnocx!n,: ens!
